Preface 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

I  present  herewith  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of  the  Area  during 
1970.  Included  in  the  Report  is  the  Report  of  your  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector. 


STATISTICS 

The  Registrar  General  has  estimated  that  the  population  increased  by 
170  persons  to  a  total  of  23,500.  This  total  includes  an  excess  of  births 
over  deaths  of  57  persons.  The  Standardised  Birth  Rate  at  18-8  per  thousand 
population  is  well  above  the  National  Average  of  16.0  and  the  Stand¬ 
ardised  Death  Rate  of  10.6  per  thousand  population  is  below  the  National 
Average  of  11  7.  As  usual  the  majority  of  deaths  (55%)  were  due  to 
diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation.  Cancer  caused  19%  of  the  deaths 
and  respiratory  diseases  13%  of  deaths. 


ENVIRONMENTAL  HEALTH 

Non-events  or  near  misses  in  Public  Health  Preventive  Medicine  seldom 
reach  the  headlines  but  nevertheless  cause  a  great  deal  of  activity  behind 
the  scenes.  I  suppose  this  is  one  of  the  characteristics  of  preventive 
medicine.  Unlike  the  work  of  the  Council’s  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  which 
can  be  seen  to  be  taking  place  in  the  District,  the  work  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  is  mostly  unseen  and  many  may  not  realise  it  is 
going  on.  This  is  as  it  should  be  because  the  occurrence  of  an  outbreak 
of  illness,  for  example,  may  indicate  a  breakdown  in  preventive  measures. 
The  aim  of  the  Public  Health  Service  is  to  improve  and  maintain  health 
in  the  Community,  so  if  the  service  is  functioning  correctly  nothing 
happens  except  maintenance  of  or  improvement  in  health. 

Who  can  tell  how  many  illness  outbreaks  are  prevented  by  the  constant 
inspection  and  re-inspection  of  food  and  meat  premises  and  advice  offered 
to  retailers,  or  of  the  surveillance  and  follow  up  of  contacts  of  infectious 
illness?  Then  there  is  the  sampling  of  milk  supplies.  Diseases  like  Bru¬ 
cellosis  and  Salmonellosis  are  constantly  looked  for  and,  if  detected, 
preventive  action  is  immediately  taken  to  protect  the  public.  Inspection 
of  dwelling  houses,  with  the  consequent  improvement  of  substandard 
properties  where  possible,  or  their  occasional  demolition,  plays  a  great 
part  in  the  improvement  of  the  environment,  The  proper  maintenance  of 
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refuse  disposal  facilities  and  of  sewage  treatment  works  does  much  to 
reduce  pollution  of  the  environment. 

All  these  functions,  and  more  besides,  are  often  taken  for  granted,  and 
as  I  have  already  said  it  i:s  only  when  something  goes  wrong  that  the 
importance  of  the  Public  Health  Department  comes  to  notice, 

A  great  deal  of  uncertainty  about  the  future  exists  in  the  Public  Health 
Service  as  a  result  of  the  proposed  Local  Government  re-oirganisation,  but 
1  am  confident  that  the  importance  of  these  public  health  preventive 
measures  will  not  be  overlooked,  and  that  there  will  still  be  a  need  for 
Public  Health  Inspectors  and  Medical  Officers,  specialising  in  Environ¬ 
mental  Health,  to  be  deployed  in  the  Field 

Comments  about  infectious  illnesses  and  abortive  outbreaks  of  illness 
are  given  in  the  appropriate  section  of  this  Report. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  members  of  the  staff,  and  the  Council  for  their  help 
and  encouragement  during  the  year.

Tuberculosis 

Health  Visitors  and  General  Medical  Practitioners  in  the  Plympton 
Rural  and  Tavistock  Rural  Areas  were  responsible  for  the  follow-up  in 
March  of  some  205  Devon  babies  and  their  mothers  and  fathers  who  had 
been  in  contact  with  a  Midwife  at  a  maternity  unit  outside  the  Area 
who  was  found  to  be  suffering  from  active  pulmonary  tuberculosis.  All 
the  babies  (some  of  whom  had  left  Devon)  were  heaf  tested  and  their 
parents  were  offered  chest  X-Rays.  Fortunately  the  results  were  negative. 

During  November  and  December  respectively  one  case  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  was  reported  at  the  Molly  Owen  Adult  Training  Centre  and 
another  at  the  offices  of  the  Tavistock  Rural  District.  In  both  instances, 
which  were  not  connected,  arrangements  were  made  for  all  the  staff 
and  contacts  to  be  offered  a  chest  X-Ray  by  the  Mobile  X-Ray  Unit. 
These  two  episodes  underline  the  value  and  importance  of  the  Mobile 
Mass  Radiography  Unit,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  it  will  be  a  long  time 
before  the  threat  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  to  phase-out  this  Service, 
is  implemented. 

Head  Lice 

Following  an  outbreak  of  head  lice  at  one  village  school  head  lice  were 
found  on  the  upholstery  of  the  school  bus.  The  Public  Health  Department 
arranged  disinfestation  of  the  bus,  and  no  more  cases  were  reported 

Infections  Common  to  Farm  Animals  and  Man 

Amongst  the  four  Rural  Districts  of  South  West  Devon  (Kingsbridge. 
Plympton,  Tavistock  and  Totnes)  and  at  Salcombe  Urban  District  a  total 
of  100  outbreaks  of  Salmonella  infection  and  10  outbreaks  of  Brucellosis 
were  reported  in  1970.

96  of  the  Salmonella  outbreaks  were  due  to  Salmonella  dublin  which 
is  particularly  virulent  amongst  cattle  causing  death  in  some  instances  One 
outbreak  in  the  Tavistock  Rural  District  resulted  in  raw  milk  from  the 
larm  becoming  infected.  The  farmer  retailed  farm  bottled  T.T.  milk  and 
six  of  his  customers  who  had  drunk  the  infected  raw  milk  became  infected 
with  Salmonella  dublin,  food  poisoning.  “People  who  drink  raw  milk  dice 
with  danger’  and  had  this  milk  been  pasteurised  or  even  scalded  before 
being  drunk  none  of  this  illness  would  have  occurred.  In  addition  the 
farmer  and  his  cowman  were  also  infected  with  Salmonella  dublin  but  it 
is  not  possible  to  decide  whether  their  infection  resulted  from  direct  con 
tact  with  infected  animals  or  from  drinking  infected  raw  milk  At  a 
farm  in  the  Kingsbridge  Rural  District  the  farmers  daughter  became 
infected  with  Salmonella  dublin  following  similar  infection  in  a  cow 
rhere  were  three  outbreaks  of  Salmonella  typhimurium  infection  two  in 
cf+^  e  and  one  amongst  a  brood  of  ducks.  No  human  illness  resulted 
although  this  particular  infection  can  be  very  pathogenic  to  man,. 

One  outbreak  of  Salmonella  infantis  was  reported  at  a  farm  in  the 
Totnes  Rural  District.  This  germ  is  also  pathogenic  to  man  and  although 
a  total  ot  30  farm  workers  and  their  families  regularly  consumed  raw 
milk  from  the  farm  no  human  illness  was  detected  on  test,  and  the  raw 
milk  was  clear  of  infection. 

Ten  outbreaks  of  Brucellosis  were  reported  on  farms.  In  all  cases  milk 
from  the  farms  was  sent  away  for  pasteurisation  before  sale,  and  in  all 
but  one  farm  the  farmer  and  his  staff  either  drank  pasteurised  milk  or 
scalded  the  raw  milk  before  it  was  drunk.  The  exception  was  at  one  farm 
in  the  Totnes  Rural  District  where  the  farmer  preferred  to  drink  raw  milk 
trom  those  cows  in  his  herd  which  he  believed  to  be  clear  of  infection 
from  brucellosis! 


One  case  of  human  Brucellosis  was  reported  in  the  Tavistock  Rural 
District  The  patient  had  drunk  unpasteurised  raw  milk  from  a  diary 
tarrn  which  had  a  previous  history  of  Brucellosis  positive  milk  from  its 
herd  but  exhaustive  tests  done  on  this  occasion  proved  negative  to 
brucellosis.  No  action  could  therefore  be  taken  to  make  the  farmer 
pasteurise  milk  from  his  farm. 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACTS,  1948  and  1951 

No  action  was  necessary  under  the  National  Assistance  Acts  for  the 
removal  and  detention  of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention,  and  no 
burials  took  place  under  Section  50  of  the  1948  Act. 

Informal  action  secured  the  admission  of  one  old  person  to  accommo¬ 
dation  found  by  the  Devon  County  Council.  His  brother  who  was  ill 
was  admitted  to  hospital  and  died.

FOR  TAVISTOCK  RURAL  DISTRICT 

LABORATORY  SERVICE 

Laboratory  facilities  are  provided  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service  at  Plymouth  (Telephone:  Plymouth  63997). 

COUNTY  COUNCIL  HEALTH  SERVICES 

The  following  are  some  of  the  County  Council  Services  under  the 
National  Health  Service  Act,  1946.  Full  details  can  be  obtained  from 
the  County  Medical  Officer,  Health  Department,  County  Hall,  Exeter. 

Ambulance  Service 

The  Ambulance  Service  in  the  Tavistock  Rural  District  is  radio  con¬ 
trolled  from  headquarters  at  Plympton  (Telephone:  Plymouth  36414)  It 
is  operated  by  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  under  an  agency  agreement 
with  the  Devon  County  Council.  Except  in  emergency,  an  Ambulance 
should  be  ordered  by  a  medical  practitioner.

Second  Wednesday  in  each  month:  Lifton— afternoon 
Fourth  Wednesday  in  each  month:  Princetown— afternoon 

Chiropody  Service 

A  County  Council  Chiropodist  operates  a  Foot  Clinic  at  the  D.C.C 
Clinic,  73  Plymouth  Road,  Tavistock  (Telephone:  Tavistock  3533).  Treat¬ 
ment  is  available  for  handicapped  persons,  the  elderly  and  any  expectant 
mother  who  might  be  in  need  of  chiropody.  Most  cases  are  referred  to 
the  clinic  by  the  family  doctor,  but  there  is  provision  for  health  visitors, 
district  nurses  and  voluntary  agencies  to  refer  cases  to  the  County  Medical 
Officer. 
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Health  Centre 

Plans  for  a  Health  Centre  at  Yeiverton  in  197i,  were  approved. 

Hospital  Services 

The  Rural  District  is  served  by  the  Plymouth  and  District  Hospital 
Management  Committee  and  there  are  hospitals  at  Plymouth  and  Tavistock, 

General  Practitioner,  Medical  and  Dental  Services 

There  are  thirteen  General  Medical  Practitioners  and  live  Dentists  in 
the  Tavistock  area.  The  School  Dental  Clinic  is  at  the  D.C.C.  Clinic,  70 
Plymouth  Road,  Tavistock.  (Telephone:  Tavistock  2617). 

SOCIAL  SERVICES  DEPARTMENT  (Devon  County  Council)

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


WATER  SUPPLY 


I  he  North  Devon  Water  Board  and  the  Plymouth  Corporation  both 
supply  water  to  the  District. 


The  Chief  Engineer  (South)  to  the  North  Devon 
submitted  the  following  report  for  inclusion  herein:— 


Water  Board  has 


The  supply  to  this  area  is  mainly  derived  from  the  West  Okemenl 
Kiver,  the  water  receiving  treatment  in  the  form  of  sedimentation,  filtration 
pH  correction  and  sterilization  at  Prewley  Treatment  Works 

This  supply  is  supplemented  in  the  Tavistock  Parish  by  water  from 
springs  adjacent  to  the  Wallabrook  River  which  run  into  collecting  cham¬ 
bers,  the  water  then  being  piped  to  Kilworthy  Treatment  Works  where  it 
j eceives  treatment  in  the  form  of  filtration,  pH  correction  and  sterilization. 

I  he  source  at  Prewley  was  augmented  during  the  summer  by  pumping 
Irom  an  emergency  source  at  Meldon  Lake,  and  an  additional  supply  was 
obtained  from  Plymouth  Corporation  Waterworks  through  a  temporary 
Overland  -main,  which  supplied  the  Horrabridge  area  and  relieved  the 
high  demand  on  Brentor  Service  Reservoir,  where  extreme  difficulty  was 
experienced  in  maintaining  levels. 


It  was  necessary  to  apply  hosepipes  restrictions  from  the  28th  May,  1970 
to  the  18th  September,  1970  in  areas  supplied  from  the  Board’s  Dartmoor 
sources,  and  an  Emergency  Drought  Order  was  introduced  on  the  West 
Okement  River  with  effect  from  the  25th  June  1970,  which  enabled  the 
Board  to  reduce  the  prescribed  flow  in  this  river. 

The  Meldon  Dam  project  was  commenced  in  March  1970,  and  progress 
during  the  year  was  satisfactory. 


Mains  extensions  and  water  supply  schemes  to  serve  housing  develop¬ 
ments  have  been  undertaken  where  required,  and  the  distribution  system 
has  been  maintained  in  good  order. 

Satisfactory  chemical  and  bacteriological  samples,  taken  at  regular 
intervals,  have  been  obtained.”

In  addition  to  the  regular  samples  of  water  taken  bv  the  Water 
Authorities  the  department  took  64  samples  for  bacteriological  examination 
from  private  water  supplies,  of  these  39  received  satisfactory  reports.  In 
the  other  25  cases  the  occupiers  of  the  properties  concerned  were  advised 
on  precautionary  and  remedial  measures,  and  this  action  was  followed 
up  by  further  sampling  which  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 


SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Work  was  completed  on  the  extension  of  the  sewer  and  the  sewage 
disposal  works  at  Horrabridge  to  serve  the  Harrow  beer  area,  of  Y elver  ton 

Major  overhauls  were  carried  out  to  the  disposal  works  at  Meavy,  where 
a  large  section  of  the  suspended  influent  sewer  was  renewed,  and  at  the 
Grenofen  Council  House  works  where  the  filter  media  and  distributing 
mechanism  were  renewed. 

As  a  result  of  the  completion  of  the  new  works  at  Crowndale,  Tavistock 
the  redundant  works  which  formerly  served  the  Whitchurch  area  was 
demolished  and  the  land  reinstated  and  returned  to  Agricultural  use.  There 
was  the  usual  number  of  choked  sewers  within  the  district  which  were 
cleared  expeditiously  by  the  direct  labour  staff. 

Regular  routine  maintenance  has  been  carried  out  at  the  various  disposal 
works  but  despite  the  offer  of  free  supply  and  delivery  of  dried  sludge, 
farmers  have  not  availed  themselves  of  this  valuable  manure. 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION 

live  scheme  for  further  litter  bins  within  the  Dartmoor  National  Park 
was  implemented  and  the  bins  were  in  use  by  the  summer  season.  This 
scheme  has  involved  a  considerable  volume  of  additional  work  not  only  on 
the  regular  collection  days  but  also  just  before  the  weekends  when  additional 
collections  have  been  found  necessary  due  to  ever  increasing  use  during 
the  week.  Notwithstanding  this  it  has  been  still  found  possible  to  extend 
the  existing  rounds  to  include  some  parts  of  the  District  which  did  not 
jeceive  a  collection  of  refuse.  At  the  end  of  the  year  demonstrations  of 
new  vehicles  of  many  types  were  arranged  with  a  view  to  discovering 
the  best  vehicle  with  the  greatest  potential  for  the  District  in  order  that 
a  replacement  vehicle  could  be  ordered  during  the  coming  year.  Considera¬ 
tion  will  have  to  be  given  during  the  early  part  of  1972  to  the  replacement 
of  the  large  Fore  and  Aft  Refuse  Vehicle  which  will  fail  to  meet  legal 
requirements  on  the  1st  January,  1973.  The  Council  continue  to  operate 
two  refuse  tips,  one  at  Coryton  and  the  other  at  Crowndale,  Tavistock, 
maintenance  of  the  former  being  carried  out  by  private  contractors  and 
the  latter  by  the  B1G0  Loader.  This  machine  underwent  an  extensive 
overhaul  during  the  year.  It  is  unfortunate  that  although  refuse  is  not  a 
dense  material  it  is  highly  abrasive  to  machinery. 

On  a  national  level  1970  will  perhaps  best  be  remembered — in  public 
cleansing  circles  at  least— as  the  year  of  the  “Dirty  jobs  strike”.  Happily 
the  situation  in  this  District  was  far  better  than  that  experienced  in  many 
parts  of  the  Country  although  the  strike’s  coincidence  with  Goose  Fair 
could  have  resulted  in  far  more  serious  consequences.  The  ready  co¬ 
opera  t' on  of  the  Council’s  Manual  Staff  during  this  difficult  period  is 
gratefully  acknowledged. 

The  problem  of  cars  and  other  items  of  refuse  being  abandoned  through¬ 
out  the  District  was  a  continuing  feature  of  the  year  and  I  would  remind 
members  of  the  public  that  scrap  dealers  in  the  District  are  willing  to 
take  derelict  cars  and  that  the  Council  operate  a  free  service  for  the 
collection  of  bulky  items  of  domestic  refuse.  Anyone  with  a  problem 
in  this  context  should  contact  the  Department  when  assistance  will  be 
readily  given. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

The  new  building  in  Lifton  village  was  completed  and  in  use  by  the 
end  of  July. 

Preparatory  work  was  well  in  hand  for  the  provision  of  conveniences 
at  Brentor  and  it  is  hoped  that  these  will  be  in  operation  by  the  start 
of  the  summer  season  1971. 

Tenders  were  accepted  for  the  conversion  of  No.  4  Canal  Road  into 
conveniences  and  these  too  should  be  operational  for  the  Summer  of 
1971. 

Work  was  also  in  hand  for  schemes  at  Lopwell  and  extensions  to  the 
existing  Ladies  conveniences  at  the  Guildhall,  Tavistock.  Included  in  this 
latter  scheme  will  be  toilet  facilities  for  the  disabled.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

Salmonella  dublin — Tavistock  Rural  District — Autumn  1970 

On  10th  September  an  8  year  old  schoolboy  developed  enteritis  from 
whom  a  stool  specimen  on  2 1st  September  yielded  an  unidentified  salmon¬ 
ella.  The  mother,  father  and  twin  brother  of  this  boy  were  not  ill,  but 
stool  specimens  from  the  father  and  the  twin  brother  also  yielded  an 
unidentified  salmonella. 

Between  then  and  15th  October  three  more  persons  aged  21  years,  6 
years  and  9  months  sought  treatment  for  enteritis  and  all  three  had  an 
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unidentified  salmonella  in  their  stools.  Family  contacts  of  these  latter 
three  cases  were  symtomless  and  had  negative  stools. 

I  he  only  common  factor  which  could  be  established  was  the  consumption 
of  untreated  farm  bottled  T.T.  milk  from  a  local  farm  and  a  bottle  of 
milk  purchased  from  the  farmer  on  his  milk  round  on  2nd  October  and 
submitted  for  examination  yielded  an  unidentified  salmonella.  All  these 
organisms  were  subsequently  identified  as  Salmonella  dublin. 

Upon  receipt  of  the  positive  analysis  of  the  milk  sample  immediate 
action  was  taken  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (General)  Regulations  1959 
to  divert  the  raw  milk  for  pasteurisation,. 

A  visit  to  the  farm  revealed  unsatisfactory  hygiene  in  the  cowshed  and 
dairy  and,  therefore,  the  Department  requested  the  assistance  of  a  Dairy 
Husbandry  Adviser  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food, 
who  duly  visited  the  farm  and  advised  the  farmer  on  maintaining  strict 
hygienic  milking  methods. 

Inquiries  revealed  there  were  43  cows  “in  milk”  in  the  herd  of  51 
cows.  Early  in  September  one  cow  had  been  ill  and  died.  Post  mortem 
examination  revealed  salmonella  dublin.  Subsequently  two  more  cows 
became  ill  and  received  veterinary  treatment.  The  veterinary  surgeon 
icpoitcd  that  thei e  had  been  trouble  with  calves  over  the  previous  year 
and  repeated  tests  had  been  carried  out  for  salmonellosis 

Individual  milk  samples  were  taken  from  all  the  cows  “in  milk”  six  of 
which  revealed  salmonella  dublin.  Simultaneously  the  veterinary  surgeon 
took  recta!  swabs  from  the  entire  herd,  four  of  which  were  positive  salmon¬ 
ella  dublin,  but  these  were  not  the  same  cows  as  had  positive  milk  samples 
Repeat  individual  milk  samples  taken  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector 
revealed  two  positives,  again  different  cows  from  the  others.  As  a  result  of 
this  it  was  felt  that  there  was  faecal  contamination  rather  than  a  systemic 
infect. on  of  the  milk  and  so  further  bulk  sampling  of  the  milk  was  arranged 
at  weekly  intervals.  On  the  suggestion  of  the  Director  of  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  this  was  done  by  placing  the  milk  filter  pad  into  a 
bottle  of  medium  for  forwarding  to  the  laboratory. 

In  the  meantime  stool  specimens  were  submitted  from  all  milk  handlers 
which  levealed  that  the  farmer  and  one  cowman  were  symtomless 
excictois  of  salmonella  dublin  and  both  these  persons  were  immediately 
excluded  from  milk  handling  under  the  provisions  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies 
(General)  Regulation  1959. 

Additionally  blanket  samples  were  taken  from  a  sewage  effluent  dis¬ 
charge  in  a  field  where  the  cows  had  been  grazing  but  these  proved 

negative  as  did  stools  samples  from  all  school  meals  workers  at  the  school 
the  children  attended. 

Further  regular  sampling  continued  until  the  10th  November  when,  the 
Orders  on  the  farmer  and  the  cowman  were  withdrawn  and  until  the  30th 
November  when  the  Order  on  the  milk  was  withdrawn. 

1  he  remainder  of  the  human  cases  was  finally  cleared  on  the  25th 
November. 

This  outbreak  occurred  when  the  Department  was  acutely  short  of  staff 
and  a  considerable  amount  of  overtime  was  involved  both  during  evenings 
and  weekends.

HOUSING 

Forty-two  Council  Houses  were  completed  and  taken  over  during  the 
year  and  at  31st  December  1970  there  were  31  dwellings  under  construction 
for  the  Council. 

Private  enterprise  building  again  showed  a  decrease  over  1969,  there 
being  79  houses  completed  compared  with  90  in  1969.  At  the  31st 
December  1970  there  were  202  houses  under  construction. 

As  mentioned  last  year  the  effects  of  the  Housing  Act  1969  were  felt 
by  the  Department  particularly  in  the  latter  half  of  the  year  when  it  was 
serious  1  y  understaffed . 

In  the  foliowing  paragraphs  the  figures  in  brackets  represent  the  1969 
figures  and  it  will  be  seen  that  Improvement  Grant  work  has  greatly 
increased. 

During  the  year  39  (14)  applications  for  Improvement  Grants  were 
approved  by  this  Council  the  approved  expense  being  £4'0,594  (£8,928)  and 
the  maximum  grant  being  £19,905  (£4,401). 

38  (37)  Standard  Grants  were  approved  with  a  maximum  grant  of 
£8,445  (£7,090),  17  (15)  of  these  applications  being  within  the  normal 
limits  and  21  (22)  had  higher  limits. 

12  (2)  Improvement  Grants  were  paid  amounting  to  £3,512  (£360),  43 
(29)  Standard  Grants  were  paid  towards  the  cost  of  providing  42  (24) 
baths,  42  (26)  wash  hand  basins,  43  (29)  hot  water  supplies,  39  (25)  water 
closets  and  3  sinks.  Additional  grant  being  paid  towards  the  provision 
of  15  (12)  baths  in  bathrooms,  15  (7)  septic  tanks  and  1  (I)  piped  water 
supply.  Total  amount  of  Standard  Grant  paid  amounted  to  £6,901  (£4,168), 

Seven  dwellngs  were  represented  as  unfit  for  human  habitation  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Housing  Act  1957,  in  two  cases  Demolition  Orders 
were  made  and  in  the  other  five  Undertakings  were  accepted.  One  Under¬ 
taking  was  cancelled. 

The  Council  continued  to  implement  the  Small  Dwellngs  Acquisition 
Acts  1899-1923  and  Section  43  of  the  Housing  (Financial  Provisions)  Act 
1958  as  amended,  22  (7)  applications  being  approved  7  (1)  of  which  were 
subsequently  withdrawn.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


The i  e  weie  151  inspections  of  food  premises  during  the  year  including 
mid-week  and  weekend  inspections  of  the  numerous  food  vending  vehicles 
operating  within  the  district.  Where  contraventions  were  found  the  prop¬ 
rietors  were  requested  to  take  remedial  measures  and  further  visits  made. 

Following  Council  authorisation  legal  proceedings  were  taken  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Food  Hygiene  (Markets,  Stalls  and  Delivery 
Vehicles)  Regulations  1966,  in  respect  of  five  stallholders  at  the  1969 
Goose  Fair,  In  the  case  of  one  stallholder  it  had  not  been  possible 
to  serve  the  summons  and  the  case  was  adjourned  sine  die.  In  the  case 
of  one  other  none  of  the  charges  were  found  proved  and  in  the  other 
three  cases  twelve  of  the  thirteen  charges  were  found  proved  and  fines 
totalling  £50  were  imposed.  Following  these  prosecutions  it  was  most 
gratifying  to  find  a  marked  improvement  in  standards  on  the  food  stalls 
at  Goose  Fair  1970.
